40 P.C. of Foxes 
Here Are Rabid 


Three people in Central Cof- 
fee County are undergoily pre 
ventive treatment for rabies as 
a result of having been bitten 
by their dog which proved to 
be rabid. 

A recent survey by an agency 
of the United States Depart- 
ment of Public Health found 
that approximately 40 percent 
of the foxes in this area were 
rabid or in the incubation stag- 
es of this disease. This percen- 
tage was based on the results 
from trapping at random, se- 
ven apparently normal foxes 
These fox in the area serve as 
a reservoir for rabies, This 
creates a constant menace to 
the public by possible expos- 
ure through their pets. 

State, county and city laws 
require the yearly vaccination 
of all dogs over three months 
of age. All dogs which have 
been vaccinated must wear a 
collar to which the rabies tay 
s attached. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
rabies is not an easy disease to 
diagnose. Therefore anyone 
bitten should consult his phy- 
sician and his veternarian. 
These animals, if 


possible, 
should be confined for a 14-day 
period of observation. Under 
no circumstances shouid an 
animal that has bitten scme- 
one be killed before examina- 
tion by a licensed veternarian.

County Agent Has 
Explanation For 
Use of Nitrogen 


If nitrogen was applied to 
small grains before the recent 
heavy rains, should I use ad- 
ditional nitrogen now? 

This question is new being 
asked by many Coffee county 
farmers. 

J. R. Speed, County Agent, 
says that if nitrogen used on 
a good stand of fast growing 
plants was moved into the soil 
by light rains before the heavy 
rains started, it probably won't 
pay a farmer to repeat the top 
dressing. “This statement holds 
good only if enough nitrogen 
was used on the crop,” he add- 
ed. “Fast growing small grains 
take up nitrogen rapidly and 
can hold large amounts in 
their roots and tops.” 

If, however, nitrogen was ap 
plied immediately before the 
heavy rains and was not soak- 
ed in with light showers, the 
farm leader says additional ni- 
trogen probably will pay off. 
Water runoff and leaching due 
to heavy rains may have caus- 
ed a loss of half the nitrogen 
applied. This lost nitrogen 
needs to be replaced. 

An additional application of 
25 to 30 pounds of nitrogen per 
acre should be enough, recom- 
mends Speed.

Revenues Increase 
For Coffee County 
During Fiscal Year 


Coffee County went deeper 
into the red by $73,343.98 dur- 
ing the past fiscal year, The 
figures are those released by 
the Department of Examiners 
of Publie Accounts, Montgom- 
ery. 


Covering the pericd ending 
September 30, 1960, the report 
shows that Coffee County had 
a total indebtedness of $711,- 
439.69. On September 30, 1959, 
the indebtedness was $638,095.- 
71, 


The revenues increased dur- 
ing the year by $326,233.14 to 
reach a new high of $1,037,137. 
18. The revenue a year previous 
had been $710,904.04, 

The county expenditures were 
also up by $235,376.56. Total ex 
penditures for the fiscal year 
were $866,963.27. Expenditures 
for the year before had been 
$631,586.71, 

Also climbing was the asses- 
sed property value in the coun 
ty. The listed assessed values 
for September 30, 1960, were 
$16,674 554. This was an in- 
crease of $9,004 above the pre- 
vious September and one of 
the smallest increases in years. 

The constitutional debt limit 
allowed under this valuation 
(three and one-half percent of 
valuation) is $583,609.39. How- 
ever, only $127.18 is charged 
against the debt limit. All oth- 
er indebtedness is charged a- 
gainst accounts exempted from 
the debt limit by legislative ac- 
tion. The accounts are retired 
by money specifically earmark- 
ed for that purpose. 

The tax rate totals 21 mils 
with the state receiving § and 
a half mils and the county 14 
and a half mils. 

Broken down by © specific 
funds, the county received the 
following money during 1959- 
60: from state sources: general 
fund, $28,022.19; gasoline funds, 
$433,307.04; other funds $4,717.- 
20. From local funds: general 
fund, $94,991.02; road and 
bridge fund, $39,814.61; gaso- 
line fund, $5,907; public 
highway and traffic fund, $19,- 
923.95; other funds, $679.45. Oth 
er receipts added to the ac- 
counts as follows: general fund 
$4,348.53; road and bridge fund 
$6,109.89; gasoline funds, $65,- 
601.69; gas warrants’ issucd, 
$88,704.61; other funds, $245,- 
000. 

Combined from the various 
sources, the total revenues by 
funds were as follows: general

Flectric Co-op Sets 
Up Year of Records .:." 


Reports presented to the 
Board of Trustees of Alabama 
Blectric Cooperative at its an- 
nual meeting in Andalusia on 
March 17, revealed thas 1960 
was a “year of records” for 
Alabama BSlectric, with new 
peaks being reached in many 
fields, 

A generation and transmiss- 
ion electric cooperative, Ala- 
bama Electric provides electric 
power at wholesale to six South 
Alabama municipalities which 
own and operate their own po- 
wer distribution systems; to 
five rural electric distribution 
cooperatives in South Alaba- 
ma and one in Northwest Flor- 
ida, and direct to two indus- 
tries. 

Maury A. McWilliams, Pratt- 
ville druggist and farmer, who 
has served as President of the 
Alabama Blectric since it be- 
gan operation ni late 1944, was 
re-named to the top position 
on the Board. 

Also re-elected were Vice- 
President W. D, Folmar, of Gos 
hen, and Secretary - Treasur- 
er John C. Ingram, of Ashford. 
Basil Thompson, of Andalusia, 
is General Manager. 

Sales Increase 

McWilliams reported that re 
cord power sales for 1960 to- 
taled 271,063,982 KWH, an in- 
crease of 8.8 per cent over 1959 
Sales, and that a new record 
peak demand of 64,780 Kilo- 
watts was established on Ala- 
bama Blectric’s system last 
year, 

Citing “vigorous new growth” 
which occurred during 1960, 
McWilliams stated that 25 new 
or expanded industries were 
announced for the area pre- 
sently served by Alabama Elec- 
tric’s member power distribu- 
tors. These new and expanded 
industries represent a capital 
outlay of several million dollars 
and will result in the creation 
of more than 1,500 new jobs, 
he said. 

Ingram, in the annual finan- 
cial report, stated that 1960 re- 
venues reached a new high of 
$2,299,852. He reported that net 
operating margin for 1960, to 
be credited to Alabama WSlec- 
tric’s consumers, totaled $111,- 
505.62, bringing the total allo- 
cation for the period from 1944 
through 1960, to $2,249,352. 

Capital credits repayments 
to consumers totaled $246,916 
as of the end of 1960, Ingram 
stated. 

Loan Payments 

Loan repayments Made dur- 
ing 1960 amounted to $426,096 
in principal and niterest, bring 
ing to $3.2 million the total a- 
mount repaid to the Rural E- 
lectrification Admniistration io 
date, Ingram said.
